The Association has again joined 
with other groups representing indus- 
trial users of sugar in a request to the 
Secretary of Agriculture for the de- 
termination under the Sugar Act of a 
substantially higher domestic sugar 
consumption estimate. The present 
estimate is 7,500,000 tons. 

Last November, 14 trade associa- 
tions, including N. C. A., „ „ 
substantially all industrial users 
sugar recommended that the consump- 
tion estimate be set at 8,098,000 tons. 

Representatives of these groups met 
with the Secretary of Agriculture on 
June 20 and suggested that Depart- 
mental records and statistics justify a 
substantial increase in the domestic 
consumption estimate. 


Following the conference, a letter 
further justifying an increase in the 
consumption estimate was addressed 
to the Secretary under date of June 
22. In this communication, industrial 
sugar users pointed out that a figure 
far in excess of the present estimate 
is obtained under any of a number of 
different statistical approaches, 


Tin Controls 


Authority for the government to 
allocate tin and tin products—the au- 
thorization for M-81—expired yester- 
day, June 30. 

Conservation Order M-81 was re- 
voked 1, 1949. 


May 1 Stocks of Tin in U. S. 
Reported at 69,316 Tons 


Total United States stocks of tin as 
of May 1 were reported last week by 
the U. S. Department of Commerce at 
69,316 tons, exclusive of the Munitions 
Board stockpile. 

In a monthly report issued June 23, 
the April 1 stocks were placed at 
71,856 long tons, as compared with 
69,764 tons on April 1, 1949. All fig- 
ures include tin content in concentrate 
and pigs.

British Malaya, principal supplier 
of tin metal, has accounted for over 
half of the U. S. imports of tin metal, 
supplying 33,947 tons in 1948, 34,694 
tons in 1949, and 15,103 tons during 
the first quarter of this year. 


Operation of Tin Smelter 


Authority for the government to 
operate the tin smelter at Texas City, 
Tex., would be extended for five years 
by S. 3666, which was reported June 
23 by the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services. The bill would amend exist- 
ing law and extend this authority 
through June 30, 1956. 


The present law authorizes the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation (1) 
to buy, sell, and transport tin, tin ore, 
and tin concentrates; (2) to improve, 
develop, maintain, and operate by 
lease or otherwise the government- 
owned tin smelter at Texas City; (3) 
to finance research in tin smelting and 
processing; and (4) to do all other 
things necessary to accomplish the 
foregoing. 

“This legislation is necessary in the 
interests of national security. The 
need is immediate and imperative,” 
according to the Committee report. 
“A five-year extension will provide the 
continuity and stability essential for

New Sweetpotato Product 


A new type of “snack” made largely 
of sweetpotatoes appears to be ac- 
ceptable to a large proportion of U. 8.

totaled 1,667,601 gross, 13.5 percent 
greater than the same period of 1949. 

Production of all glass containers 
during the first quarter of 1950 was 
reported at a preliminary total of 
23,505,114 gross, 11.4 percent greater 
than the 21,091,049 gross produced 
during the same period of 1949. Ship- 
ments during these periods were re- 
ported at 22,807,355 and 19,758,130 
gross, respectively, a 15.4 percent in- 
crease.

adequate protection of the nation at 
this time.” 

The Committee report stated that 
“government ownership of an indus- 
try such as the tin-smelting industry 
is not harmonious with the goals of 
our economic system, except when such 
ownership is made necessary by the 
interests of national security. At the 
present time, private interest has ex- 
pressed no interest in operating the 
Texas City tin smelter unless a tariff 
is established on tin imports.” 


FOREIGN TRADE 


Trade Agreement with Mexico 


Existing restrictions on imports of 
canned foods into Mexico may be modi- 
fied as a result of the termination of 
the United States’ trade agreement 
with Mexico. The trade agreement 
will be terminated after December 31, 
1950. 

Since July, 1947, Mexico has pro- 
hibited the importation of canned 
fruits and canned meats, and has 
severely limited imports of canned 
vegetables and soups. It is expected 
that prior to the termination of the 
trade agreement Mexico will review 
these restrictions and announce new 
regulations which would be effective 
in 1951. It is possible that new tariff 
rates and new quota provisions will 
be established. 

The only change in U. S. tariffs on 
canned foods which will result from 
the termination of the trade agree- 
ment will be an increase in the ad 
valorem rate on canned tuna from 
22% to 45 percent. This rate of duty 
will 2 to imports of canned tuna 

countries, effective January |.
